During the afternoon and ovening
CHlet Justice Fuller and geveral other
justlces enlled upon Justlee Jackson (o
express thelr pleasure at his rerom
In the course of their conversation the
re-hearing was outlined to Justles

Jackson, The whole casa will be gone
into and the re-hearing will inciude the
coustitutionality of the tax on rents

and state and municipal bonds, as well
us upon all other points on which the
court divided aqually on April 8.

Aftoy the argument has been con-
cluded Yustlee Jackson will foln in thi
conferance and on the daterminntion
will return to Nashville, He expects to
be tn Washington only about a week,;
probably less. From thig fact It has
been inferred that the reéargument will
result in np variation of the deoree ren-
dered by the court Tast month.

The argument, as stated in the order,
will be confined to twe counsels on
ench side, Dut no Hmitntion of time
will be fixed. This makas it probable
that It will not be concluded before
PTuesday afternoon or Wednesday., For
the opponents af the law Messvs. W,
D. Guthrie and Jodeph H, Choate will
again appear and the constitutlonality
of the law will be affirmed by Attorney
Generad Olney and Asslstant Attorney
Gueneral Whitney.

Ahnut 300 feat west of Edgawood ave-
nue are thrae small hemlock groves,
which the park commission proposes
to put In shape for @ pleasure resort
hy ploclhz seats there and bullding
witlks., The groves are situnted on a
wllght Blul overlooking the mendows,
anid nl ¥he fool of this biuff a drive
way wiil Be bullt extending from the
west end of the Edgewood avenue
bridiro nlong the foot of the deolivity to
Whinlley avenus,

The underhrush and briers have all
heen olemred out of the groves, so that
even at present they  are dellghtful
places to spond the sultry afternocons
The aromatic perfums thrown off by
the hemloek s also very henlthful, and
mnkea the resort doubly valuable to
persans with wank lungs. This spot s
free from the buge which dre an plen-
tiful In the meadows south of the Chapel
street bLridge, The paths through the
grove will lead n from the park road-
way.
